Election/Restrictions

This application contains the following inventions or groups of inventions which 
are not so linl<ed as to form a single general inventive concept under PCT Rule 13.1 . 

In accordance with 37 CFR 1 .499, applicant is required, in reply to this action, to

Group I, claim(s) 1-7, drawn to a composition and method for inhibiting the effects of 
stress on the skin comprising administering the recited composition of claims 1 and 4. 

Group II, claim(s) 8-15, drawn to a method for identifying a compound capable of 
reducing the effects of psychologically-mediated stress on the skin. 

The inventions listed as Groups l-ll do not relate to a single general inventive concept 
under PCT Rule 13.1 because, under PCT Rule 13.2, they lack the same or 
corresponding special technical features for the following reasons: The special technical 
features of groups 1-11 lack the same special technical feature. The special technical 
feature of Group I, are to administer a composition comprising the recited ingredients in 
claims 1 and 4. The special technical features of Group II comprise of reducing the 
effects of stress on the skin comprising steps (i) through (vi) which involve contacting 
and analyzing one or more cellular markers disclosed in claims 8 and 15. Therefore, 
the inventions listed as Groups l-ll do not share a corresponding special technical 
feature under PCT Rule 13.2. Subsequently, Groups l-ll lack unity of invention.
